US-Japan Pact 


HE amount of American 

nadinuince which Japan 
Is to receive under the US- 
Japan military defence 
ngreement looks impressive 
enuugh, yot the figures 
released yesterday after the 
pact had been aligned by no 
moeuns tell the full story, In 
effect, Japan is expected to 
receive this year up to $800 
million worth of arms ald, 
un considerable — proportion 
of which has already been 
delivered but te which, | 
hitherto, the Japanese have 
Ponsessed no official title. 
Yomething like $600,000,000 
of equipment ts awaiting 
transfer to the Japanese 
Government, this being in 
addition to the $160 million 
worth referred to explicitly 
in the agreement which has, 
just been signed, and apart | 
also from the $100 million , 
worth oof — eeunumic ane 
atstance designed to bolster 
Japan's economy. The \ 
dovetailing of military and: 
economle ald and — the 
manner in which it will be 
worked out In practice is of 
interest, Apparently it fs 
intended that the United 
States will sell Jupan $60 
million worth of American 
ayericul* ural commodities 
for the equivalence in yen, 


The Japanese will be 
entitled to uge 20 per cent 
of this yen, oor the 


equivalent of $10,000,000 to 
assiat Japanese Industry— 
presumably to rebuild war 
plants, The remaining $40 
million worth of yen will 
be available to the United 
States to buy armaments in 
Japan for other countries, 
The intention, it would 
appear, js for the US to buy 
some arms for Japan from 
Japanese factories an 
send the rest of its pure 
chases of this nature to 
“other friendly nations in 
Asia.” 


HE general principle that 
Japan should be allowed to 
rearm herself to on pointy 
where she con offer defence; 
against potential uggrassors 
has now been accepted, 
though with on certain 
amount of relucta oe, by 
the free world. Noverthe- 
leas the fear of full-scale 


military resurgence in 
Japan stil persista in some 
countries, nutably Austra- 


lia. The danger concelved 
in that the United States, 
inclined to placa too much 
emphasis on expediency, 
and in a desire to see Japan 
self-supporting economi- 
cally and strung  defen- 
sively, will in due course 
permit the Japanese to go 
beyond the bounds of what 
in considered to be reason- 
nble in’ the rebuilding of 
their armed forces. Tho 
Japanese-American military 
aid agreement as it stands 
cannot raise serious objec- 
tions. Its objectives arc 
acceptable, and so long as 
ita imitations are observed 
it will achieve something 
necessary without giving 
cnuse for alarm among the 
countries of the South 
Pacific. But under no

The United States sold 
$1,168,200,000 of Its gold 
to forelgn countries last 
year, the Treasury reported 
today. During the year, 
America bought gold from 
only one — $4,000,000 worth 
from Vatican City. 

U.S. gold reserves at the end 
of the year were $22,000,000,000, 
and sales to other countries In 
January and February of this 
year wero “nt substantially 
reduced rate," the Treasury 
said, The reserve has been 
dropping since mid-~1982, when, 
it st at $23,360,000,000, 

Unitod States officials inter- 
pret these gold purchases’ by 
foreign governments as a éign 
of improved financial conditions 
abroad—cnough ‘improvement to 
permit their countries to spare 
dollars to bulld gold reserves.

{ts nest and placed in full view, 
only a foot away, the bird will 
alt on the empty nest, making 
no effort to retrieve them.

The expression “annual value” of ‘premises was dealt with by the 


Full Court this morning when they upheld: a decision of Judge 


ames’ 


Wicks, given in the Kowloon District Court, that he had no jurisdiction 
to entertain an action for possession of the business and premises of the 
Great Shanghai Hairdressing Saloon, 10 Bowring Street, ground floor. 
The Full Court, comprising Mr Justice C. W. Reece and Mr Justice 
J. R. Gregg, gave their decision in an appeal brought by a Chinese mer- 
chant, stated to be now in South Africa, against 


Wicks, 


Judge Wicks found that ac- 
cording to an agreement be- 
tween tho plaintlif, Song Lam, 
alias Song Ling (appellant 
merchant, and the defendant, 
Wong Ki-chl (respondent), the 
value of the premises was n3- 
sessod at $860 a month, there- 
fore its annual value was $10,- 
320 and as a result the District 
Court had no Jurisdiction to 
hear the claim. 

Mr Brook <A. Bernacchi, in- 
structed by P. C. Woo, was for 
the appellant, and Mr R, W. S. 
Winter, Instructed by Ford, 
Kwan and Co, for the respon- 
dent. 

The judgment of Full 
Court read, in part: 

This appeal has come before 
the Court by way of u case 
stated by the parties arising out 
of a decision by Wicks J, in the 
District Court on a submission 
that the Dilot Court had no 
Jurisdiction to entertain the 
action, 

The Writ which issucd out 
recited Inter alia; (1) By an 
Agreement dated Ist September 
1950, the Plaintlf® hired to the 
Defendant the whole of his 
business, the Great Shanghai 
Hairdressing Saloon Company 
together with all the fittings 
and. fixtures thereto appertaln- 
ing. e Defendant was given 
a licence. to occupy the premises 
of tha’, business namely, No, 10 
Bowring Street, ground floor 
Kowlogn. The sald Agreement 
was for ao period of three years 
at a rental of $860 per month. 

(7) The annual value of the 
said premises is under $5,000. 

The plaintiff? claimed posses- 
sion of the premises, fittings 
and fixtures and ejectment of 
the defendant. 

When the action came on for 
hearing Mr H. L. Kwan for 
the. defendant objected that the 
Court had no jurisdiction to 
entertain jt on the grounds that 
(a) the agreement under which 
the defendant entered into 
possession of the premises was 
a lease and not a Licence and 
that the District Court had no 
jurisdiction in ejectment, and 
(b) assuming the document to 
be a Mcence, the value of the 
subject ‘matter claimed i.c. the 
premises, fittings and fixtures 
exceeds the annual value o! 
$5,000. . A 


JUDGE'S OBSERVATIONS 


The learned district judge, 
in his ju ent, after . sctting 
out the J ctiom of the Court 
by reference to Section 6 of the 

upreme Court (Summary 
Jurisdiction) Ordinance went

in tho instrument Stselr. 

It Is well settled that to con- 
stitute a tenance it Is essential 
that there must be ao grant of 
exclusive possession and that 
is no lease where the grantor 
retains possession of the pro- 
perty or premises, Indeed this 
Is tho characteristic distinction 
between a lease and a Ilcende, 
which ts merely a permission to 
use the property in a particular 
way without being entitled to 
exclusive possession. 

It is quite clear from the 
authorities that the Court must 
look to the substance of the 
agreement rather than the 
mere words and that exclusive 
possession by Itself is not sulfi 
clent to create the relationship 
of landlord and tenant, 


DEFINITE TERM 


When we tur to the language 
of the agreement Itself wo find 
that the draftsman has employ- 
ed terminology commonly. found 
in lenses, There is o definite 
term for the duration: of tha 
so-called Mcence and this very 
fact would in itself seem to be 
a denial of intention to create 
a licence; for a licence ig tre- 
vocable at the will of ths 
grantor, whereas fixing a de- 
finite term is a dominant 
characteristic of a lease 
precludes rtvocation at will.

ADMITTED GRANT . 


In the ‘case before - the Court 
there Js an-admitted grant of 
exclusive possession and a free 
stricted use of the premises 
oniy for the purpose of the 
business of a hairdressing 
saloon. There’ are no circum= 
stances that we can 4nd, which 
negative the prima facle — pre- 
sumption to. create a tenancy. 
contained in the grant.of ex- 
clusive ssession. We are 
satisfied that the real intention 
of the parties was to crente a 
lease of the premises for the 
urpese of. carrying on. the 
usiness of a ‘hoirdressing 
saloon and that the grantee was 
to have the use of the fixtures, 
as incidental fo the purpose of, 
the renting of the premlsos, In 
the words of Lord Justice 
Somervell in Facthint's.: case 
above, the parties cannot .turn 
the agreement into.a licence by 
saying .at -the end: “nothing 
herein contained shall be con- 
strued to. create any relationship

We are therefore of opinion 
that, for the reasons given, the 
answers to the questions sub- 
mitted to the Court are!—-1, The 
annual value has been shown to 
be over $5,000 and therefore the 
District Court has no jurlsdic- 
tion to entertain the action. .2. 
The agreement does create the 
relationship of landlord and 
fenant between the parties, :
